
Tories freeze council tax AND 
promise to maintain frontline 
services but jobs will be lost 


COUNCIL tax will be frozen but some jobs 
and services sacrificed as Harlow’s ruling 
Conservative administration attempts to find 
£1.7m of savings over the next financial year. 

Details of the authority’s 2010/11 budget were 
revealed in documents published ahead of tonight’s 
(Thursday) meeting of the policy and resources com¬ 
mittee meeting. 

The freeze on council tax will mean 
the council’s share of the bill for an 
average Band D household will 
remain at £251.55 for the second year 
running. 

But grants to voluntary organisa¬ 
tions will be slashed, funding for the 
Town Show withdrawn, rent subsidies 
for community groups reduced, crema¬ 
tion fees raised and 14 council posts 
axed. 

Council leader Andrew Johnson, pic¬ 
tured right, said the Tories’ second budg¬ 
et “put residents first” while also

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Tories welcome 
former Lib Dem 
with open arms

A FORMER Liberal Democrat 
councillor who quit the party to 
sit as an independent has now 
joined the Conservatives. 

Linda Pailing, who represents the 
Netteswell ward on Harlow Council, 
walked away from the Lib Dems in 
September last year. 

At the time she stated she would not be 
joining another party and gave an indication 
that she may not even stand for re-election in 
May. 

But on Friday the Conservatives called a 
press conference to announce that Ms 
Pailing had now joined the Tory ranks. 

She told the Star that a period of reflec¬ 
tion and a long-standing admiration for the 
work of Conservative Parliamentary hopeful 
Rob Halfon in the local community had con¬ 
vinced her to make the ideological jump 
from left to right. 

“As an independent with no political alle¬ 
giances it gave me the time to sit back and 
assess what I felt was the best way forwards 
for Harlow and how I could be part of that 
future,” she said. 

“I have long been an admirer of Rob and 
the way in which he engages with the com¬ 
munity. I decided I wanted to become part of 
the team supporting him in his bid to 
become Harlow’s next MP.” 

Ms Pailing admitted that she had original¬ 
ly not seen eye-to-eye with Conservative 
councillors over the wave of controversial 
service cutbacks made last year but had 
grown to respect the party for “sticking to its 
guns”. 

“I have been impressed by the way that 
the Conservative budget has been monitored 
and adjusted during this past very difficult 
financial year,” she went on. “They have 
made some very difficult decisions but they 
have stood by them and stuck to their guns 


and they have been proved right.” 

When asked how she felt voters would 
react to her decision to join the Tories, Ms 
Pailing said: “I think there’s going to be a 
mixed reaction really. 

“There will be some people who are as 
disenchanted as I was with the Liberal 
Democrats and will understand my reasons 
for making the jump, but there will of course 
be others who will be very disappointed. 

“I can only apologise to those people, but 
I could not stay with a party that I no longer 
believed in.” 


Welcoming Ms Pailing to the Conser¬ 
vative side, council leader Andrew Johnson 
said she would make a fine addition to the 
administration. 

“Linda is a very talented and well- 
respected councillor who will make a fine 
addition to the team running Harlow,” he 
said. 

“She knows that given the mess this 
administration inherited, we have had to take 
some very difficult decisions and she is 
ready to support us in doing that to make 
Harlow a better place.”

Baby boom at 
maternity unit 

A RECORD 3,917 babies were 
born in the maternity unit at 
Harlow’s Princess Alexandra 
Hospital last year. 

Head of midwifery Wendy 
Matthews said the baby boom 
topped all expectations. 

“In the summer when we first 
broke the 340 mark, we 
expected to achieve a target of 
3,800 babies during the 
financial year 2009/10,” she 
said. 

“However, we have seen a 
continuing upward trend of 
women wishing to have their 
babies with us. 

“Much of our success is down to 
the popularity of the midwife- 
led birth centre which will soon 
celebrate its third birthday with 
an expected 1,500 babies bom 
during that time.” 

This month the unit recruited 
another eight experienced 
midwives. 


POLICE investigating a 
sexually-motivated attack 
on a young woman have vis¬ 
ited 400 homes in Harlow 
and spoken to more than 
1,000 people, it was 
revealed this week. 

But officers investigating 
the incident said they still 
want to speak to more peo¬ 
ple living in the Toddbrook 
area where the attack took 
place at about 5pm on 
Tuesday, January 19. 

The attacker ran off when 
the woman, who is in her 
late teens, screamed repeat¬ 
edly. 

Detectives also want to 
talk to a man who was seen 
in the area at the time of the 
attack. He is described as 
being in his late teens, about 
5ft 8ins tall and was wear¬ 
ing a navy or grey hooded 


top and dark bottoms. 

The officer in charge of 
the investigation, Detective 
Inspector Martin Pasmore, 
said there were still witness¬ 
es who had not come for¬ 
ward yet. 

“In particular a second 
man was seen by the victim 
in the area of Harberts Road 
and Third Avenue at the 
time,” he said. 

“He is described as white 
in his late teens and wearing 
overalls similar to those 
used by mechanics and a 
backpack. 

“Also, there was a group 
of young men wearing base¬ 
ball caps and hooded tops in 
the area of Ryecroft.”

Residents will 
have final say 
on cash grant

PEOPLE living in Church 
Langley and Potter Street 
are being given the chance 
to have their say on how an 
Essex County Council 
grant should be spent. 
Community groups in both 
areas have been putting forward 
bids for the People’s £100k 
Community Chest. 

Following a screening process, three 
proposals are now being put 
forward for residents to have the 
final say. 

The first is for an extension and 
enhancement of Church Langley 
Community Centre. Improvements 
will include upgrading the play 
area, a refurbishment of the junior 


toilets, noise reduction measures 
and a new sprung floor in the main 
hall so ballet and dance classes can 
be held. 

A two-storey extension will also 
provide office space for a 
community worker, meeting rooms, 
additional disabled toilets and a 
kitchenette. 

The second proposal is to improve 
Brenthall and Barnsley Woods by 
restoring, upgrading and extending 
the footpath network, including 
disabled access to the site. 

New seating and wooden sculptures 
will be added and the area’s 
biodiversity improved with new 
wildlife habitats. It will also be used 
to hold educational events for 
members of the local community. 
The third project is for a South East 
Harlow Sports and Youth 
Association Community Hall giving 
access to a range of sporting, social 


and recreational activities. 

The hall, which will also include a 
kitchen and social area, would 
provide a home for a new youth 
club and a pre-school group. 
Councillor John Jowers, Essex 
County Council’s cabinet member 
for localism and planning, said: 
“The People’s £100k Community 
Chest is putting power into the 
hands of residents. 

“The county council is awarding the 
cash and the people decide how it 
should be spent. This really is 
democracy working at its best.” 
There will be an opportunity to find 
out more about each of the 
proposals at a hustings event to be 
held on Monday, February 15 at the 
Potters Arms in Church Langley 
Way, starting at 6pm. 

Ballot papers will be distributed to 
every household in Church Langley 
and Potter Street from Monday.

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Security gates 
to protect two 
green spaces 
from flytippers 

NEW security gates have 
been installed at two of 
Harlow’s worst flytipping 
hotspots - Ash Tree Fields 
and Jean MacAlpine Park. 
Rubbish has been dumped 
on the lane leading to the 
playing fields at Ash Tree 
Fields for some time but the 
gate will prevent vehicle 
access. 

And new bollards and gates 
at Jean MacAlpine Park - 
adjacent to the Pinnacles 
industrial area - also block 
access points. 

The cost of the work at Ash 
Tree Field was met by 
Harlow Town Cricket Club 
and Canons Brook Golf 
Club, while Harlow Council 
paid for the measures at Jean 
MacAlpine Park. 

Paul Morrell, secretary of 
Harlow Town Cricket Club, 
said: “The new gate has 
eradicated the problem of 
flytipping in the lane 
overnight by preventing 
drivers pulling their vehicles 
off the road out of sight to 
dump their waste. 

“This has over the past few 
years been an increasing 
problem for us and has on 
many occasions prevented 
access for members, visiting 
teams and schools playing 
cricket at Ash Tree Field.” 
Tony Hall, chairman of the 
council’s environment and 
community committee, said 
the authority would always 
prosecute flytippers when 
they were caught. 

“Flytipping is not a harmless 
crime,” he said. “It takes a 
great deal of time and 
council taxpayers’ money to 
clean up the mess and 
hazard caused by these 
dangerous and thoughtless 
acts. 

“To prevent Harlow’s green 
spaces from becoming a 
dumping ground we urge 
anyone witnessing flytipping 
to call the council.”

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Berecroft firestarter 
jailed for six years 


THE man responsible for delib¬ 
erately starting a fire which 
tore through a Harlow housing 
estate and forced the evacua¬ 
tion of 150 people from their 
homes has been jailed for six 
years. 

Yuen Chow (30) started the blaze 
in the home he shared with his moth¬ 
er and siblings in Berecroft on July 
30 last year. 

The flames quickly spread to neigh¬ 
bouring properties, destroying two hous¬ 
es and causing thousands of pounds of 
damage to 10 others. 

Chow, who had earlier pleaded guilty 
to charges of arson and reckless endan- 
germent of life, was sentenced at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on Tuesday. 

In addition to the prison sentence, he 
was handed a four-year extended period

of licence making him liable for re-call 
for a longer period than usual if freed on 
parole. 

Imposing the sentence, Judge Chri¬ 
stopher Ball said: “You have admitted 
destroying by fire what was your home. 
Not only that but you severely damaged 
homes of many of your immediate 
neighbours. It was a terrible thing to do.” 

The court heard that Chow, who also 
admitted breaking a neighbour’s window 
and the windows of two police cars, had 
been sending text messages to his sister 
about a shortage of money. 

In one of the messages he wrote: “I 
might burn the house down. If I do, say 
sorry to dad for me. I don’t want to, ha 
ha.” 

He later set light to mattresses piled 


high with cans of hairspray before head¬ 
ing outside to warn neighbours by shout¬ 
ing “fire” and throwing stones at their 
windows. 

One man has been left with a stutter 
and stammer for the first time in his life 
after the panic of first fearing he may not 
get out and then worrying about others 
trapped. 

When questioned by police about the 
fire, Chow told them: “Yeah, I did it”. 

Peter Clarke, prosecuting, told the 
court: “He went to Harlow police station 
carrying a machete, banged against a 
glass partition for a minute or so without 
saying anything and went on to smash up 
car windows at the police station.” 

A blood sample taken from Chow 
showed previous cannabis use and traces 
of cocaine. 

Mr Clarke said fire service officers 
established the flames had spread side¬ 
ways through roof voids in the terraced 


properties. 

The court was told that Chow’s neigh¬ 
bours had to be housed in alternative 
accommodation, with Harlow Council 
paying £1,500 to open up a temporary 
shelter. 

Garry Ryan, representing Chow, said 
in mitigation that what happened had 
arisen out of a row with his mother when 
he was at a very low point. 

“His motive was he wanted to go to 
prison for a long period of time,” he 
said. “He had a long period of illicit sub¬ 
stances abuse involving skunk cannabis 
and cocaine, topped up with alcohol.” 

He added that Chow had co-operated 
with the police. 

Mr Ryan said the damage caused by 
the fire had been more extensive 
because the original flat roofed terrace 
had veen extended upwards wuth the 
addition of an apex roof which allowed 
the flames to spread over the party walls.

A REPORT into the safety of homes on a 
Harlow housing estate where two were 
destroyed and a further 10 damaged in a 
blaze has recommended that remedial 
work is carried out on a number of prop¬ 
erties to minimise the risk of fire spread¬ 
ing. 

The investigation was commissioned 
by South Anglia Housing Association 
after residents living in Berecroft 
demanded reassurances over the safety of 
their homes in the wake of last July’s fire. 

The blaze was started deliberately by 
30-year-old Yuen Chow, who was this 
week sentenced to six years in prison after 
pleading guilty to arson and reckless 
endangerment of life. 

Although the report did not identify 
any serious construction flaws in the 
properties, it suggested that works could 
be carried out on some to reduce the risk 
of fire spreading through the shared roof 
space in terraced homes. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell, who joined 
councillors Lee Dangerfield, John 
Strachan and Lorna Spenceley in cam- 

_ paigning for residents’ 

safety concerns to be 
addressed, said the report’s 
conclusions were not a rea¬ 
son for people to panic. 

“The report does not 
highlight an immediate fire 
risk but rather ways in 
which a serious fire can be 
better contained to one 
property,” he said. 

The housing association 
has agreed to carry out the 
required work on properties 
it owns and those in private

ownership. Information on 
the faults identified in the 
report will be sent out to 
residents shortly. 

“We will be pressing 
them to carry out the works 
as quickly as possible,” Mr 
Rammell added. 

Councillor Lee Danger- 
field, who lives on the 
Berecroft estate, said: 
“Since the night of the fire 


I have continued to work on 
this issue and will continue 
to do so until the works are 
completed. 

“According to the infor¬ 
mation we have there are 
still properties on the estate 
that do not have adequate 
fire alarms and I would ask 
people to contact Essex 
Fire Service to address this 
as soon as possible.”

Honest and open 

SIR, Though not surprised, I am disappointed 
that Jean Clark should still be in denial over 
the mess Labour made of Harlow Council’s 
finances (“Making cuts is neither moral nor 
courageous”, January 21).

A TEAM of senior nursing 
staff from Princess Alexandra 
Hospital will jet off to the 
Phillipines this weekend on a 
mission to recruit more than 50 
new nurses.

GSK silent over job losses 


DRUGS giant GlaxoSmithKline this 
week refused to comment on specula¬ 
tion that it is to axe 4,000 jobs as part of 
a £1.7bn cost-cutting drive. 

The firm, which has research and 
development facilities at Pinnacles and 
is one of the town’s biggest employers, 
has a workforce of more 18,000 in the 
UK. 


According to reports in the national 
press, the job losses are part of plans by 
GSK to shift its focus to emerging mar¬ 
kets such as China, which has greater 
potential to increase sales growth.

protecting frontline services. 
“We are doing what we can 
to support residents during 
these difficult times and 
what better way than to 
propose a zero increase in 
our share of council tax,” he 
said. 

“We are working hard to 
provide better value for 
money and better services, 
and this proposed budget 
shows how committed we 


are to that.” 

Simon Carter, chairman of 
the council’s policy and 
resources committee, added: 
“Most councils are increa¬ 
sing their share of council 
tax. We believe we are one 
of only two councils in 
Essex proposing zero council 
tax increases and one of only 
few in the whole country. 
“We are only just getting out 
of the recession but these 
financial pressures we can’t 
control remain.

Tories' tax 
freeze 'just 
a gimmick'

THE decision to freeze council 
tax was this week dismissed as a 
“populist gimmick” by opposition 
councillors who claim it masks a 
series of cuts elsewhere in the 
budget. 

Liberal Democrat group leader Chris 
Millington said his party would be pro¬ 
posing an amendment when the propos¬ 
als are debated at a full council meeting 
next Thursday (February 11). 

“There are some very mean cuts included 
in this budget which run completely contrary 
to what the previous administration stood 
for,” he told the Star. 

“The Tories have professed to supporting 
volunteering in the community, but in this 
budget they propose potentially devastating 
cuts to the grants volunteer organisations 
rely on to survive. 

“Another major blow for residents will be 
the withdrawal of funding for the Town 
Show, which is an extremely popular annual 
event and a major promotional tool for 
Harlow. 

“As for the council tax freeze, I think it is 
a bit of a populist gimmick to be honest. It 
simply takes the headlines away from a series 


of stealth taxes hidden elsewhere.” 

Labour councillors are also planning to 
propose an amended budget. Group leader 
Mark Wilkinson said his party was “extreme¬ 
ly disappointed” with the Tories’ proposals. 

“Because of the cuts made last year to the 
likes of the Leah Manning Centre, the 
Harlow Welfare Rights & Advice budget and 
reductions in grant aid, we hoped the Tories 
would take this opportunity to repair some of 
the damage they have done. 

“Instead, they have tried to distract resi¬ 
dents from the further destruction proposed 
in this budget by announcing a council tax 
freeze which is nothing more than an elec¬ 
tion gimmick. 

“One of the most shocking things about 
this budget is the contempt shown for volun¬ 
tary and community groups, many of which 
will be forced to close or sacrifice some of 
the vital services they offer to residents.” 


What it all means for the town 



RESIDENTS dreading an 
increase in their council tax 
bills may welcome the news 
that Harlow Council’s share is 
to be frozen, but what other 
implications does the 
proposed budget have for the 
town? 

Frontline services including 
Pets’ Comer, The Playhouse, 
the Museum of Harlow, the

The three men were all aged 
between 20 and 30 and spoke in 
what have been described as Lond¬ 
on accents.

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Charlie's bike ride 
raises £200,000 


A SEVEN-year-old 
schoolboy has been 
treated to a tour of the 
Prime Minister’s home 
in Downing Street after 
raising more than 
£200,000 for the 
victims of the 
earthquake in Haiti. 
Charlie Simpson wanted to do a 
sponsored cycle ride and set up 
an online fundraising page with a 
target of £500. 

He hoped family and friends 
would support him but news of 
what he was doing quickly 
spread and soon thousands of 
people pledged cash donations. 
As a result he has now raised 
more than £200,000 for the 
charity Unicef, which has set up 
an emergency appeal to help 
children in Haiti. 

Charlie completed his five-mile 



ride around his local park in west

When news of his achievement 
reached Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown, he invited the youngster 
to Downing Street. “Charlie’s

LET’S get metaphorical for a 
minute. Would you rather potter 
about on an electric trike or melt 
your trousers in a supercharged 
hot rod? 

If you chose the trike, I hear there are 
still a few tickets available for next 
week’s Brit Awards. If you opted for 
the latter, then chances are you were 
at The Square on what from this day 
forth shall be fondly remembered as 
Freakbeat Friday. 

Boasting a line-up that surely had 
Wild Billy Childish excitably twirling 
his moustache in gleeful anticipation, 
this was a high-octane drag race of 


primal r’n’b-movie melodrama from 
start to finish. 

Openers French Kissing again showed 
impeccable technique, locking lips 
with Link Wray and The Trashmen to 
birth the kind of crunching lo-fi surf- 
rock the likes of contemporaries The 
Black Lips have reinvigorated so 
successfully. 

Effortlessly melting winter’s icy grip 
with their blissful, sun-burned debut 
single Oh Suzanne, the three-piece 
hurtled headlong through an 
impatient set of endless summer 
dreaming and are definitely ones to 
watch. 

Up next were old hands The Freaks, 
who may well have been 
cryogenically frozen back in 1967 
after supporting The Standells with 
strict instructions for their immediate 
thawing in the event of Snow Patrol 
selling five million albums worldwide. 


The electrifying antithesis of 
everything bland, boring and 
bloodless in music today, The Freaks 
strip rock’n’roll bare, squeeze a V8 
under the bonnet and pump it full of 
adrenachrome - every two-and-a-bit 
minute race a deliciously dark thrill 
ride to the brink. 

With the audience still panting for 
breath, headliners The Revellions 
wasted no time in hurling themselves 
into a farfisa-drenched groove of far- 
out lysergic loveliness. 

The snake-hipped Dubliners may 
have learnt their moves from The 
Doors, but so what? This was a 
brooding performance as lithe and 
serpentine as the Lizard King himself, 
never more than two heckles away 
from a punch-up or two bars from 
psych-rock nirvana. 

Declare them plagiarists at your peril.

WHEN Nelson Mandela walked 
free from Robben Island on 
February 11, 1990 after more 
than a quarter of a century of 
incarceration, he discovered a 
country divided by race. 

His release lit the touch paper on 
civil unrest as he worked together 
with President de Klerk to end 
apartheid and begin the difficult 
healing process.

But first he 
must convince Pienaar and the 
players to follow his lead. 

Invictus elegantly sidesteps the 
pitfalls of the sports genre, adhering 
closely to the facts and thereby 
eschewing sentimentality. It 
celebrates the titanic efforts of 
Mandela and Pienaar on and off the 
pitch, relying on magnificent 


performances from the leads to 
embody these charismatic figures. 
Freeman doesn’t mimic the elderly 
statesman; he crafts his own 
interpretation of the President, full 
of gravitas and self-assurance even 
when his health is failing. 

Damon bulks up with a convincing 
accent as the embattled captain, 
desperate to quell unrest within his 
own changing room. 
Bone-crunching sequences on the 
rugby field are constructed with 
attention to detail and edited at a 
brisk pace to sustain dramatic 
momentum. These technically 
demanding scenes contrast with 
intimate exchanges between the 
President, his advisors and 
bodyguards that reveal the deep 
scars in the proud, beating heart of 
a nation. 

Shot on location in Cape Town and 
Johannesburg, Invictus beautifully 
captures the earthy colours of the 
country and the indomitable spirit 
of its people.

W hatever the detractors 
say, there will always be 
a place in the market for 
family-size SUVs. 

Some will convince you that the 
cars are old fashioned, unwieldy 
and lacking a purpose. What the 
critics fail to mention is that the 
bad SUVs were always like that 
and never deserved to succeed. 
Good ones will always find a 
home - like Hyundai’s Santa Fe. 
While European car makers 
might shout the loudest, 

Hyundai just gets on with the 
job in hand. Modest would be a 
fitting description for its Santa 
Fe. Although refreshed for 2010, 
this generation of Santa Fe has, 
since launch, cleverly balanced 
pleasing looks with enough 
ability to match its attention¬ 
seeking rivals. 

On the outside the updates are 


subtle - the car’s conservative, 
smooth lines have been retained. 
You won’t see much in the way 
of brash chrome trim or fussy 
details here. What you do get is a 
mid-size 4x4 that hides its size 
well with a combination of 
pleasing looks and a balanced 
sense of proportion. 

The same is true on the inside; 
anyone seeking a glitzy cabin 
full of gimmicks will be sorely 
disappointed. Mindful that some 
of these cars actually get used 
properly, Hyundai has opted for 
a more practical and durable 
approach than some rivals. 

Far from being plain, however, 


the Santa Fe’s cabin is full of 
high quality materials, the seats 
are comfortable - especially in 
leather trim - while the fascia 
and the various controls and 
displays are well thought out. 
Equipment levels are also good: 
the Premium-spec model boasts 
the aforementioned leather 
seats, iPod and MP3 music 
player inputs, electric 
everything, climate control and a 
plenty of cabin storage for 
phones, drinks, maps and the 
like. 

You can also specify a seven-seat 
option which goes a long way to 
cementing the Santa Fe’s role as 


a genuine family-orientated 
vehicle. 

In five-seat trim the car offers an 
impressive amount of luggage 
space, while the seven-seat 
option adds more versatility if 
you regularly carry a lot of 
people. 

And it’s this underlying 
versatility that’s most obvious in 
the way the Santa Fe drives. For 
most people buying SUVs the 
default fuel has become diesel, 
and the Santa Fe’s new engine is 
an impressive and rounded 
performer. Refined, punchy, 
quiet when it needs to be and 
flexible when you want it to be, 


the 2.2-litre unit offers an 
excellent blend of performance, 
economy plus a sensible CO 2 
rating. 

With its 194bhp and 311 lb/ft 
torque (322 in conjunction with 
an auto gearbox), the engine 
allows for effortless cruising and 
towing plus more than enough 
grunt to easily embarrass other 
commuters on the way to work. 
There is a choice between pure 
front-wheel drive, an 
automatically switching all¬ 
wheel drive function and the 
ability to lock the vehicle in 
four-wheel drive when the going 
gets really tough. There are no 
confusing levers to contend with, 
just a handily placed rotary dial 
down by the gear lever or the 
gear selector if you opt for the 
slick six-speed auto unit. 

At the end of the day, the Santa 
Fe delivers a balanced mix of 
creature comforts, refinement 
and cabin space. 

Factor in a genuinely impressive 
diesel engine, the smooth, 
optional auto gearbox and on¬ 
road performance to rival any 
similarly priced large estate car 
plus Hyundai’s class-busting 
five-year warranty and you don’t 
need to ask why the Santa Fe is a 
good idea.

Consortium close to takeover at Harlow Town FC 


BUSINESSMAN John Barnett 
- leading the consortium trying 
to take over at cash-strapped 
Harlow Town - is confident 
that a deal can be thrashed out 
within the next week. 

Barnett and ex-Hawks boss 
Tommy Cunningham are 
hoping to complete legal issues 
and paperwork as soon as 
possible. 

Is is thought that their take 
over has been delayed due to 
current chief executive Carol 
Bothwell holding out for a fee 
for her shares (44 per cent). 

The consortium is expected to 
assume control of 90 per cent of 
former HTFC chairman Jeff 
Bothwell’s shares in the Ryman 
League division one north club. 
Mr Bothwell owns 56 per cent 
of the Barrows Farm club’s 
shares.

The consortium has agreed to 
take on the club’s debts, which 


Mr Bothwell believes are more 
likely to be £120,000 rather 
than the disputed CVA 
(Company Voluntary 
Agreement) agreed figure of 
£189,000. 

Speaking yesterday 
(Wednesday), Barnett said: “It 
should be finalised within the 
next week. There is paperwork 
that needs to be sorted out.” 
Barnett and ex-QPR defender 
Cunningham co-own Platinum 
Sports Management which 
advises professional sports 
people. 

The pair first linked up in the 
late 1990s when Cunningham 
was assistant manager at 
Football League Two club 
Barnet and Barnett was a 
director at Underhill. 

Barnett, who was owner of 
South Midlands League side 
Ruislip Manor FC for around 
20 years from the 1980s, added: 


“It’s exciting and a very big 
challenge.” 

If the deal does go ahead, it will 
bring to an end months of 
dispute between Mr and Mrs 
Bothwell over the club’s 
ownership. 

Mr Bothwell, who will retain 10 
per cent of the shares, now lives 
in Belfast. 

The club’s ownership has been 
at the heart of the Bothwells’ 
messy divorce battle. 

“I have signed the paperwork 
for the stock transfer to the 
partnership and it has been 
sent,” Mr Bothwell said. 

“I have an agreement with 
Tommy. I want to honour that 
and want to give my shares free 
and am urging Carol to agree 
to that.” 

Mrs Bothwell was unavailable 
for comment.
